Leaves From Her History.

Eugene Ledoux was 


at home and had not left the ranch. 
Ho knew nothing of his wife's where- 
abouts..

part and return at will. Mrs Head,

was equally ignorant of her daughter's 
movements 
or whereabouts. 
It was 


evidont to the officers that they

Mrs Ledoux admits the facts which 


are capable of proof by others, 
such 


as buying the trunk, rope, and hir- 
ing the expressman. 
Also that 
she 


took a hand in packing 
the body in 


the recepta'ole. 
She denies the kill- 


ing, and puts that upon Joe Miller, 
who is believed to be a myth. 
She 


seems not to realize tbe desperateness 
of her situation; 
chatted freely, and 


dispensed 
her smiles liberally, and 


even posed 
for her picture to the 


snap 
shot 
newspaper 
men. 
She 


seems to like the notoriety 
she 
has 


achieved. 


As soon as the corpse was discover- 


ed the plot was soon 
unraveled, 
as 


far as the identity of the victim and 
his 
murdcess 
was concerned. 
Mrs 


Ledoux fled to San Francisco, 
arriv- 


ing there Saturday night, 
and taking 


rooms at the Royal House 
on Ellis 


street. 
There 
she met 
Jos 
Healy, 


otherwise known as 
Jos Miller. He 


is n plumber, and 
was for a whilein 


Jackson, 
where he 
probably 
became 


acquainted 
with the 
woman, 
which 


acquaintance ripened into an engage- 
ment of marriage, he giving her an 
engagement 
ring valued at $70. 
He 


afterward broke the engagement 
when 


an anonymous type written letter was 
received 
revealing 
the character 
of 


his intended. 
She retained tbe ring, 


and it was to recover ithe met her by 
appointment 
Saturday 
night. 
They 


were together most of Sunday. 
She 


toldhim that McVicar was dead, and 
his body shipped 
to Colorado. 
At 


her request he accompained her Sun- 
day evening to Richmond, 
where she 


returned the ring. 
She purchased 
a 


ticket from Richmond to Stockton, 
tut-got-otf-nfr-ATttioob, _mhflra_sliA.stag 
at 
once 
arrrested, 
and 
landed in 


Stockton 
jail 
the 
same 
evening. 


There was nothing in the conduct of 
the woman to indicate that she had 
committed such a crime. 
To the 


officers she made 
certain admissions, 


as to the purchase 
of tho trunk and 


rope, and that she assisted inpacking 
the trunk 
with the remains. 
But 


the work of murder she declared 
was 


done by Healy, in her absence 
from 


the apartment. 
Healy on tbe other 


hand conclusively 
proved that he was 


nowhere near tbe scene at the time. 


Flight and Capture. 


Tho body was packed snugly within. 


MoVicar was a man six feet tall, and 
weighed 170 pounds or more. 
To get 


a body that size in a four foot trunk 
required 
some 
ingenuity. 
It was 


doubled 
up in the 
trunk, the 
knees 


close up under 
the chin,' the thighs 


pressed down over the abdomen and 
chest, and 
the 
legs from the 
knees 


down pressed 
against 
the 
thighs. 


When the 
body 
was placed 
in the 


trunk inthis position, as far as possi- 
ble, with the back in the bottom of 
the trunk, it was perhaps not a diffi- 
cult matter 
to press 
the lid down 


sufficiently 
by means of the 
straps 


for the clasp to catch, and then lock 
itsecurely. 
Could a 
woman .single 


handed do this? 
The 
experts are of 


the opinion that it not only could 
be, but actually 
was 
done by this 


fiendish woman. 
The man is believed 


to have been 
stowed 
away in the 


trunk before death, and whilein as 
unconcious state from drink ordrugs, 
or slugging 
with a sand Lag. 
Tfce 


oramping of the 
body and 
presure 


used to force it In the box caused 
hemorrhage 
from nose 
and 
mouth, 


and squeezed 
the lifeout of the vic- 


tim. 
This 
was 
possible 
while the 


body 
was limber. 
There 
waß no 


evidence of a struggle. 
No disturb- 


anoe of any kind was heard 
by in- 


mates of near-by rooms. 
No other 


person than McVicar and the Ledoui 
woman was seen going to or from the 
room. 
While stupefied 
withdrink or 


drugs he 
was 
probably 
struck 
over 


tbe head, and rendered 
unconscious, 


'and then slid from the bed head fore- 
most into tbe trunk, 
and the rest 


was comparatively easy. No lifting of 
the dead weight ot the man was need- 
ed. 
When itcame to tying the trunk 


with the rope 
some 
lifting was 
no 


doubt necessary, 
but it is said 
that 


the expressmen 
did this work, which 


helps to confirm the theory that the 
woman 
was 
single-handed 
in the 


murderous scheme. 
The clothing of 


the murdered man 
was stowed 
away 


with the corpse, to prevent its rolling 
in handling. 
In the hand 
case left 


with the trunk were found portraits 
of MoVicar and the woman.' 


The trunk with its bloody contents 


was removed to the morgue for criti- 
cal examination. 


The trunk and grip were left on the 


platform until 9 o'clock that night. 
Inclosing up, the baggage man haul- 
ed them into the storage room of the 
depot. 
It-is said his suspicion was 


aroused by a peculiar 
odor 
proceed- 


ing from the trunk. 
This is improb- 


able. Sufficient time had not elapsed 
for the process of decay to 
work out 


to such a result. 
More likelythe sus- 


picion of the officials was around 
by 


the irregularity 
of the baggage being 


leftunchecked and unclaimed in that 
manner. 'It was out of the ordinaiy 
rut, and this idea assumed 
such pro- 


portions that an 
investigation 
was 


started. 
The mysterious trunk 
was 


opened. 
As soon 
as the 
fastenings 


were released, two shoeless 
feet pro- 


jected above 
the 
top of tho trunk. 


The murder was out. 


The Murder Discovered. 


woman's spirit quailed at this criti- 
cal moment, to identify herself 
with 


baggage that told of a fearful crime, 
or whether she omitted this essential 
detail of the plot, is not known. 
The 


baggage 
was actually 
placed 
on the 


train east bound, but 
was thrown off 


again on its being discovered 
by the 


baggage man 
that it was unchocked. 


Probably her 
nerve 
gave 
way,'. and 


instead of staying with the baggage, 
and seeing it.checked 
to 
Jackson, 


and accompanying it thitherward, she 
fled to San 
Francisco, 
to lose 
her 


identity if possible in the crowded 
city. 


The man seems to have drawn all 


the money 
coming 
to him at 
the 
mine. He is supposed 
to have had 


several hundred dollars, 
but outside 
of what 
was paid for the furniture 


and the travelingexpenses, 
the money 


cannot be traced. 
Saturday 
morning 


Mrs Ledoux called 
at the furniture 


store and paid the balance of the pur- 
chase money, $27.50, 
and 
gave final 


directions 
that 
it be 
sent 
to J. 


Ledoux her brother 
as she claimed. 


The probability is that McVicar had 
been deceived, 
that the 
change 
in 


the shipping 
directions 
was the sole 


work of this notorious woman. 
She 


next went to the store of Rosenbaunr 
& Co., and purchased 
a trunk. 
She 


wanted one of extraordinary size, six 
or seven 
feet long. 
They had no 
trunk 
of 
such dimensions, 
so she 


bought one of the 
largest 
they had, 


and had itsent over to the rooming 
house 
just across 
the street. 
She 
repaired then to the hardware 
store 


ot 11. C. Shaw & Co., 
and 
bought 


about two pounds ofthroe-eighth inch 
man Ha 
rope,— carrying ~tne — 


parcel 


herself to the room of death. 
In all 


theso transactions 
the woman 
was as 


calm and 
self-possessed 
as though on 


business 
of an every-day 
character, 


although it is evident 
that at that 


very time McVicar was either dead or 
dying. 
It was between 11 and 12 


o'clook that she 
purchased 
the tope. 


The trunk was carried to the room by 
Charles Barry, an expressman. 
The 


woman was there to reoeive it, and 
told him to leave it in the hallway, 
which he did. 
He 
was ordered 
to 


return in the afternoon 
to take the 


trunk to the Southern 
Pacific depot. 


About 2 o'clock she met the 
express- 


man on the street and told him the 
trunk was not quite ready, 
and re- 


quested him to call at the room in 
about half an hour, and get it. 
This 


he did in company with another 
ex- 


pressman, 
who assisted him in lashing 


the trunk 
with the new 
rope, 
and 


paoking it down stairs to the wagon. 
He remarked about its great 
weight, 


and she paid him 25 cents extra. 
She 


then left for the depot herself, 
arriv- 


ing before the trunk, with its human 
cargo roached there. 
She was nervous 


at the non arrival of the trunk, 
be- 


came excited and uneasy; and • was 
about to telephone 
to find the cause 


when the expressman 
appeared 
with 


the baggage. 
It was too late for the 


train 
to 
Jackson, 
its 
intended 


destination. 
The 
trunk 
and grip 


were 
not 
checked. 
Whether 
the 


Mrs Emma Ledoux was in Jackson 


the last time on Saturday, 
Maich 3d. 


She left the following morning, 
and 


went to Stockton, 
there she was met 


on the 10th instant by A.N. McVicar, 
a former husband of the woman, from 
whom she had 
been 
divorced about 


twoyears. 
They took a room at the 


California lodging house, 
room 97, 


McVioar signing the register as A. N. 
McVicar and wife. 
On the 13th the 


pair were at Brenner's furniture store 
inStockton together, 
and purchased 


a billof goods, amounting to $127.50. 
McVioar paying $100 down and order- 
ing the furniture to be sent to James- 
town, on the uuderstanding 
evidently 


that 
the two had 
made 
up their 


domestic troubles, 
and intended 
to 


start 
housekeeping 
together. 
Mo- 


Vicarhad been an employe at the Raw- 
hide mine, 
as a timber man. 
On the 


14th the woman, was inSan Francisco, 
probably 
aooompained 
by McVicar. 


Here the plans for living at James- 
town were changed, 
no doubt at the 


instance of this designing 
woman. 
A 


telephone 
message 
was 
sent 
from 


San Francisco to Brenner's 
to ship 


the furniture to Martell's terminus of 
the railroad, only a mile or so distant 
from the 
Head 
ranch, 
where Mrs 


Ledoax and her husband 
lived. 
On 


Friday night, 'March 23, 
the pair 


again registered 
at 
the. California 


House in Stockton. 
Presumably 
the 


woman had persuaded her companion 
to leave the mine, and go to live at 
the Head ranch. 
As far as she is 


concerned, itis evident that she had 
no idea of carrying out such 
a pro- 


gram, as she had a husband 
living 


there; whether McVicar was aware of 
this or not is 
uncertain. 
Friday 


night the 
pair started out "on a 


lime," as 
the woman expresses 
it. 


While a comparatively young woman, 
she was no novice in the business 
of 
"going on a time." They both drank 
freely, and 
McVicar 
was 
probably 


made 
helpless 
and 
stupid 
as 
the 


upshot of the 
spree— in a condition 


that this 
female monstrosity 
could 


handle him withease. 
They retired 
to their room some time after mid- 
night; to 
McVicar it proved 
the 


entrance to his death chamber. 
What 


happened in that room of horror can 
only be conjectured. 


As all the parties 
to this tragedy 


ace more or less 
known in Amador 


county, we give a brief epitome 
of 


this crowning crime. 


Amador county 
has gained 
unen- 


viable nortoriety 
the past 
week by 


the murder 
of A. N. McVioar in 


Stockton last Saturday. 
The princi- 


pal actor in that trunk mystery is a 
woman, a Dative of Amador county, 
and a resident of near Jackson. 
The 


daily papers 
Lave 
teemed 
with the 


sensational elements of this tragedy, 
and the history 
of the female 
per- 


petrator, Mrs Emma Ledoux. 
In its 


grewsome 
horrors, 
it oveitops any 


murder case committed by a member 
of the gentler sex 
that has disfigured 


the annals of California. 
The Botkin 


poisoning 
case 
was 
planned 
and 


carried out with a heartlessness 
and 


deliberation born of jealousy, but in 
fiendishness and actual contact of the 
murderess 
withher victim itdoes not 


compare with this latest horror. 
Mrs 


Ledoux has gained a place in crimin- 
ology as 
the champion murderess of 


California. 
This now noted criminal 


had a checkered history, prior to this 
latest exploit, on the bordeiland 
of 


crime. 
She 
has 
figured in Amador 


county 
and 
elsewhere 
in various 


shady ways for a number of years. 


Officers of the law are unable 
to 


agree as to the motive which inspired 
the crime. 
As McVicar 
was known 


to have but 8150 
when he left James- 


town, itcould not have been robbery. 
We doubt 
the 
tSan 
Francisco 
story 
of his life being 
insured 
for lur 


benefit. 
That the man had a hold 
upon 
the 
woman other 
than 
upon 


her affections seems reasonable. 
She, 


the wifeof another, came to him when 
summoned,

DIVORCE SUIT OF 


DENNIS VS DENNIS. 


Pleadings Are Full of Sensational 
Charges and Counter Charges. 


Wilford Dennis, the plaintiff in the 
divorce suit of Denuis vs Dennis, 
was in Jackson the latter part of last 
week, in response to an order to show 
cause why he should not contribute 
for expenses of defendant in divorce 
proceedings and toward support pend­ 
ing the divorco suit. 
The pleadings 
are of tho most sensational character, 
iu their charges and counter charges. 
The husband claim s to bo a resident 
ot San Francisco, and sues for divorce 
on the ground of extreme cruelty. 
The defendant contests tbe m atter, 
and filed a volum inous answer aud 
oross com plaint. 
At her instance the 
suit was transferred from San f r a n ­ 
cisco to Amador county. 
D efendant’s 
answer 
denies 
that 
plaintiff bas been a resident of San 
Francisco for more than one year; 
adm its that prior to November, 1897, 
the bouse, and lot in S utter Creek 
was tbe separate property of plaintiff; 
that on that date be filed a homestead 
thereon. 
it further states th at he 
has a regular income 
of $250 per 
month. 
That she 
has no income 
whatever, but that by her father’s 
will she will be entitled to $200 upon 
her m other’s dem ise; adm its that she 
has a diamond 
ring presented 
by 
plaintiff of the value of $300. 
The 
charges 
of 
cruelty are absolutely 
denied; and also tho allegation that 
ho operated a mine Uve miles above 
Sutter Creek on his own account for 
five years; that he provided a home 
there which she refused to live in. 
She did not say that she wished the 
mine was in h — or that it would cave 
in; never forced him to abandon it to 
his 
financial loss. 
The 
question 
never arose whether she would or 
would not go to live there. 
As soon 
as she was physically able she dirt 
go there to live, and cooked not only 
for herself and family, but also for 
from five to 25 men. 
Plaintiff' volun­ 
tarily gave up 
m ining 
operations 
after one year’s work owing to lack of 
funds and the expense of operating, 
it was thereafter operated 
by the 
Mysell Company 
and the Crocker 
Company. 
P laintiff was agent for 
Wells Fargo and Western Union Tele­ 
graph Co. at Jaokson, at $11)0 per 
month, and defendant adm its that 
the home furnished there was com­ 
fortable—lived there four years prior 
to June, 1905. 
She denies that she 
is of a jealous nature, or cf an un- 
controiable temper, 
or accused him 
of adultery in the presence of the 
children. 
The cross com plaint alleges that 
plaintiff said he was in love with 
another, aud did not love his wife, 
also charges him with adultery in 
lone and Jackson, that he threatened to 
kill 
her; 
th at keenly feeling the 
wrongs she had suffered 
she 
did, 
in her desperation attem pt to commit 
suicide by taking carbolic acid on 
April 27, 1905, and plaintiff at another 
tim e told her it was a pity he did not 
let her take the poison at that time. 
i t is 
further 
stated, 
that 
Oda 
Bernice Denuis, the eight year daugh­ 
ter of the parties is suffering from 
ankylosis of the right shoulder joint, 
and that a surgical operation is im ­ 
peratively necessary; that shfc has no 
funds to meet the expense of such an 
operation. 
She asks for $500 as a 
retainer fee for her attorney; $300 for 
other expenses of this action; $150 per 
month alim ony; 
and $250 for the 
surgical operation mentioned. 
Plaintiff has filed his answer to the 
damaging allegations of this cross­ 
com plaint, denying that a surgical 
operation is necessary at this time, 
that it would be dangerous to tbe 
life of the child to undergo such ¡:n 
operation; denies that the children 
are attached to the defeudant, or that 
they desire that she should have their 
custody; denies the charges of intim ­ 
acy with other woman, or that he had 
treated her cruelly by act or word. 
In the heat of quarrel be may have 
used harsh language, but this was the 
result of defendant’s conduct. 
The 
adultery charges are denied; also that 
the com m unity 
property 
is worth 
$30000, or anything over $2000. 
He 
avers that he has no income of $250; 
that he is not regularly employed in 
the m anufacture of eucalyptus oint­ 
ment, and 
in receipt 
of 8150 per 
month from 
that source; 
that he 
never said if his wite did not consent 
to a divorce he would drive her out 
doors; but was w illing to give her 
tbe homestead, ana endeavor to pay 
tbe indebtedness thereon. 
He adm its 
that he had uot furnished money for 
her support for the year, but that he 
had arranged with a m erchant 
in 
Sutter Creek 
to furnish necessary 
articles tor support of the family, 
and denies that $150 per month would 
be reasonable alimony, or anything 
over $40 per month. 
The testim ony of plaintiff was par­ 
tially given last Saturday, and the 
further hearing continued u n til next 
Saturday.

the disease was known, they returned 
home, aud tbe two rooms iu which 
they wore 
pupils were 
dismissed. 
Tbe school 
bouse was 
thoroughly 
fumigated Tuesday.

Death of Wallace Kay. 


Wallace Kay, after a long struggle 
with a 
com plication 
of alim ents, 
succumbed to the last call on Sunday 
afternoon at his residence on P itt 
street. 
He bad been suffering for 
over a year, although able to get 
around at tim es, 
and 
seemed to 
improve for a while, only however 
to fall back to a still more serious 
condition. 
His relatives and many 
friends knew that tbe end could not 
be averted long, so his death was 
not unexpected. 
Deceased 
was 
among the oldest 
settlers of Jackson. 
He was born of 
English 
parents 
in Massachusetts, 
December 18, 1828, his parents having 
emigrated from the old country to 
that state only three year previously. 
He was tho fourth child of a family 
of eight, and his father died when he 
reached the age of eight years, at 
which tender age he was in a great 
measure thrown upon 
his own re­ 
sources. 
He came to C alifornia in 
1855, and for four years thereafter 
engaged in m ining 
operations 
iu 
Amador county. 
In 1859 he started 
in the photographic business in Jack ­ 
son. 
In the copies of the Ledger of 
the early sixties his advertisem ent ot 
photographic work by the ambrotype 
metbod appears. 
For nearly 45 years 
he continued in the business in Jack ­ 
son, most of the tim e w ithout any 
com petitor. 
D eclining years forced 
him to dispose of his business to Geo. 
McMillan about two years ago. 
On tne 10th of June, 1860, he was 
married in 
B utter 
Creek to Miss 
Electa Jane H arding, who had come 
to California a short tim e previously 
from Ohio. 
Of this 
union seven 
ohildren were 
born, five of whom 
survive, namely Emma, wife of W. 
Jensens of Lincoln, Placer county, 
Eva D. wife of H. T. Tripp, foreman 
of a mine at Sumdum, Alaska, Mrs 
Inga Bright and Mrs Birdie Hedge- 
path of Jackson, and Henry E. 
Kay, 
deputy sheriff 
of Amador county. 
His wife survives him. 
He was an 
active 
and honored 
member of the Masonic fraternity, 
aDd filled the high position of Master 
Mason of Jackson 
lodge for nine 
years. Mr Kay was a lifelong republi­ 
can cast his vote for John O. F re­ 
mont in 1856, being among the first 
adherents íd Amador county of their 
infant organization, which was des­ 
tined to 
change 
the 
cui’rent 
of 
national politics. 
He was an up­ 
right citizen of high oonscientiouness, 
would soorn to 
stoop to anything 
that savored of a departure from the 
strict line of integrity. 
Beside his 
residence on P itt street he leaves a 
half interest in the building on Main 
street known as the Kay-Mace build 
ing, a valuable business property. 
The funeral took place Wednesday 
afternoon. Services were held at the 
residence, the Rev. W. Tuson officiat­ 
ing. 
At the grave the impressive 
rites of the Masonic traternity were 
performed. The pall bearers were D. 
B. Bpagnoli, 
W. F. Detert, Jas. E. 
Dye, of Jackson, John Lithgow, John 
Post, and Fred Warner 
of Butter 
Creek. 
Judge R. C. Rust read the 
Masonic part ot the service, 
W. H. 
Gonsuius 
acting 
as bible bearer. 
At 
deceased’s special 
request Dr. 
Gal! read at the grave. 
The Masons 
and members of Eastern star turned 
out in a body, also tbe b and: tbe 
sohool was dismissed for tbe after­ 
noon, deceased beiDg a school trustee 
for several years. 
There were many 
attendants from a distance, among 
them being Wm. 
H azelhurst of San 
Francisco, a nephew; 
aiso Mr and 
Mrs Williams, ffftm Lodi, the iast 
named being a sister of Mrs Kay, 
William and E rnest Williams of Lodi, 
H erbert 
Brignt 
son-in-law, 
from 
Ugden. 
The floral pieces were maDy 
and of elaborate designs. 
It is worthy 
ot note that Mr and Mrs Wallace 
Kay had lived together in the home 
on P itt street for 48 years.

Our entire neighborhood was strick ­ 
en with 
grief aud 
horror by the 
accidout on the Hayward gravel mine, 
at Indian Diggings, on tho 16th, by 
which Charles aud Ivan Crain lost 
tbeir lives, aud their oldest brother, 
Jackson was painfully injured. 
All 
three brothers 
were caught iu the 
slide, carried down stream for 300 
yards, aud over a fail of twenty feet. 
Jackson Crain fell on bis feet iu tbe 
m idst of tbe sm othering mass ot soft 
earth, and with a piece of board, 
which fortunately for him he found 
at his hand, he fought his way to the 
surface and to safety. 
Then bruised, 
aud skinned from bead to foot, with 
four fractured ribs, and oppressed 
with the sad certainty that there was 
no possible hope for his b rotheis’ 
lives, he started for his home, a mile 
and a half distant, the nearest point 
at which he could expect to find help. 
Uu the way he met a neighbor, whom 
he 
sent to 
help 
to recover the 
bodies. 
They were found very near 
together, C harles’ body lying on that 
of his brother. 
N either body showed 
as many bruises or abrasions as the 
living brother, nor were any bones 
found to be broken. 
After the El 
Dorado county coroner had performed 
bis, sad duties, 
the 
bodies 
were 
brought to their m other’s home in 
Bhenandoah, where for a few hours 
they rested where their lives 
began. 
The funeral was held Sunday after­ 
noon in Plymouth. 
Native sons from 
all over the county gathered to give 
their iast honors to their dead. 
The 
Rev. B. H. Phillips preached

funeral sermon, speaking words of 
hope and consolation to the stricken 
hearts of the bereaved family, aud jn 
one grave they were given to the long 
sleep, until the dawning ot eternal 
day. 
Charles Alfred Crain was born in 
July, 1873, in Shenandoah, and was 
raised in the valley.

Three children were born to 
them, two are living, the youngest 
being about six monbs of age.

Obituary ot Francesco Podesta. 


Last Thursday at 9:30 p. m., March 
22d, Francesco Podesta, one of the 
older pioneers 
of Amador county, 
died suddenly after a short illness, at 
his home near Jackson, at the ad­ 
vanced ago of 79 years aud 9 months. 
Francesco Podesta was born near 
Chiareri, Italy. 
After residing with 
his parents until he was ot age, he 
was called upon by bis country, to 
serve iu hor armies. 
After sorving 
his allotted time, aud receiving an 
honorable discharge, he concluded to 
seek his fortune 
in America.* He 
landed in New York City in 1850. 
After a short stay with friends he 
went to Cincinnati, where he resided 
for three years. 
He was there m ar­ 
ried to Miss 
M argurite 
S im la in 
March, 1853. 
About this tim e C ali­ 
fornia was much talked about, and he 
determ ined to see if it was tru ly the 
golden west. 
He took passage by way 
of Panama, and lauded in San F ran ­ 
cisco in the spring of 1854. 
He re­ 
paired imm ediately to the mines and 
commenced work on a claim , near 
where the Gwin mine is now located. 
He was so well 
pleased 
with tbe 
country that he sent for his family, 
who arrived here in A pril, 1855. 
He 
soon sold his claim south ot the river, 
and located a placer mine ou the 
south fork of Jackson creek. 
After 
working out his claim he went to 
Volcano, and ran a derrick claim, 
¡n 1864 he returned to the south lork 
of Jackson creek, 
whero he owned 
land aud engaged 
iu farm m g and 
gardening. 
In 1880, he sold out and 
purchased the present homestead near 
Jackson. 
Francesco Podesta was an 
industrious, generous, honorable and 
true C hristian 
man. 
Ho leaves a 
wife, seven sons, two daughters, four 
grandchildren and 
one 
brother to 
mourn his loss. 
. 


The funeral took place Sunday iast. 
Services were held in tho Catholic 
church, Rev. J. J. Gleasou officiating. 
There was a very large turn-out in 
vehicles aud ou foot in the procession 
following the remains to the grave. 
Tho 
Native 
Sons 
aud Daughters 
participated, as a mark of respect to 
the deceased as an old and honored 
pioneer of the county. 
There were 
between th irty and forty carriages in 
tbe m ournful oortego. 
Tho remains 
were laid away iu tbeir fiuai resting 
place in the Catholic cemetery.

aong the letters of congratulation 
ead was one from President Roose- 
elt which said: 
“Let me join in congratulating Miss 
usan B. Anthony on the occasion of 
er eighty-sixth birthday and extend 
y best wishes to her upon her con- 
inued good health.” 
In reply to the numerous congratu- 
ations, Miss Anthony, owing to a se- 
ere cold, confined her remarks to 
ese few words: 
“I wish the men would do something 
esides 
extend 
congratulations. 
I 
ave asked President Roosevelt to 
ush the matter of a constitutional 
mendment 
allowing 
suffrage 
to 
omen by a recommendation to Con- 
ess. I would rather have him say a 
ord to Congress for the cause than 
o praise me endlessly." 
The Rev. Anna Howara Shaw, a

ver the meeting, introducing the 
peakers,

uch fun at tne members of the stem- 
r sex. 
She said that any man who 
-cepts a post of especial learning im- 
ediately dons a gown. 
It was true 
f college professors, of graduates, 
nd of men who sat upon the Supreme 
ench. She stated that the gown is 
symbol of wisdom. •

ver One Hundred W om an L eaders. 
In connection with this celebration 
f Miss Anthony’s birthday, one hun- 
red and fifty advocates of woman 
uffrage swooped down on the Mem- 
ers of Congress and hurled at the 
tatesmen all sorts of feminine oratory 
n the subject. 
In appealing to the 
olons of the Capitol, the argument 
as made by the women that God did 
ot intend the female to be subserv- 
ent to man, and that she should be 
'ven justice through the ballot. 
The principal address was made by 
iss Mary Thomas, of Baltimore, 
ho protested against the laws dis- 
riminating against women. 
“We have no right to the children 
e have cradled in our loving arms 
eyond the age of seven years,” she 
aid, “and now our boys of eighteen 
eed not ask our permission to join 
L e army and navy if their fathers are 
illing. 
The girls of Maryland, who 
annot contract legal marriages under 
ixteen years of age, may then con- 
ent to their own degradation and 
' eir destroyer go free. Think of this 
terrible injustice to ignorance and 
nnocence and grant us the power to 
rotect the child who cannot protect 
mself. 
“The saloon keeper, the cigarette 
ender, and the gambler may ply their 
efarious trades next door to our very 
omes and we are powerless to save 
e boys of the land from their influ- 
nce. We ask of Congress the right 
express our opinion at the ballot 
box, because it will be the surest and 
safest way to accomplish what we 
esire.” 


U b s Anthony’s Remarkable Bat- 
tie Against Ridieole and 
Calumny. 
Susan Brownell Anthony was bora 
86 years ago in the Hicksite Quaker 
settlement at South Adams, Mass., and 
was as quiet and gentle and obedient a 
little Quaker maiden as any of her 
playmates in that tranquil spot. Her 
life was uneventful until she took up 
teaching and went out into the world. 
She was 26 years old when she made 
her first fight for the right of suffrage. 
It was for the right to vote at a tem­ 
perance meeting which was dominated 
by young men. The Sons of Temper­ 
ance were holding a convention at 
Albany, N. Y. and the Daughters of 
Temperance were invited to meet with 
them. 
Susan was one of the Daugh­ 
ters who accepted the invitation. Ear­ 
ly In the proceedings the young women 
discovered that their position in the 
convention was purely an honorary 
one. 
The men did not propose tnat 
they Bhould have any voice in the pro­ 
ceedings. 
It was against scripture 
and against her natural sphere that 
woman should raise her voice in the 
councils of men, were the arguments 
of the men in answering the protests 
of the women and in refusing their 
petition to be allowed to vote. 
Suddenly a tall, slender Quaker girl 
arose from her seat and, followed by 
six others, marched out of the convent­ 
ion hall. 
The leader was Susan B 
Anthony. 
It was her first rebellion 
against that order of things which 
gave men a monopoly of power. 
She 
Immediately set about organizing the 
Women’s New York State Temperance 
Society. That was the real beginning 
of what has been her life’B work in 
which the central theme has ever been 
equal suffrage for the sexes. 


G reat C ourage to W ith stan d R ebuffs 
It required great courage to under­ 
take this work at the time and in the 
manner she did. 
But she possessed 
that requisite and exercised it on 
many occasions. 
She never faltered, 
never lost heart, though she was con­ 
stantly subjected to ridicule, calumny 
and opposition. 
Few women were 
brave enough to follow her in those 
days. 
In 1852 she addressed a large 
convention of men teachers. A clergy­ 
man who was present complimented 
her afterwards. 
“You spoke ably and well,” he said, 
“but I had rather see my mother 
and sister dead in their graves than 
to hear them speaking from a public 
platform." 
Unceasingly she preached the doc­ 
trine of woman's suffrage and equal 
rights. Few, even among women them-

SUSANfB. ANTHONY. 
Leader of Woman Suffrage Movement Who Ha-fJuSt Celebrated Her .Eighty-sixth [Birthday. 


selves, grasped her message and her 
very name became a term ot derision. 
She was caricatured, insulted, jeered at 
and maligned. In the early days of the 
movement Women’s Rights was the 
synonym for dress reform, for neglect­ 
ed home duties for rabid political 
tendencies and for unwomanly women. 
Elizabeth Cady Stanton was Miss 
Anthony’s earliest ally. Together they 
conducted one campaign after another, 
seemingly making but little headway 
at first. 
They traveled all over the 
country, going from place to place in 
open wagons, stage coaches or what­ 
ever other conveyance was obtainable, 
and from door to door on foot. They 
endured many hardships and were sub­ 
jected to insults innumerable. People 
said of them that Mrs. Stanton made 
the balls and Miss Anthony fired them. 
She proved her good marksmanship by 
making every ball count 
P artial Suffrage In Many S tates. 
“I never saw that tall, stately Quaker 
girl coming across my lawn,” said Mrs. 
Stanton, “But what I knew another 
bomb-shell was to be hurled into some 
assembly of men." 
Miss Anthony was arrested and fined 
for illegal voting in 1872. 
She had 
cast a ballot at the election. She never 
paid the fine. 
Since then four states 
have granted the right of suffrage to 
women; 23 states have given them the 
right to vote at school elections, and 
New York permits women taxpayers to 
vote on all questions affecting the tax 
ation of property. 
For years Miss 
Anthony hoped to live to see a woman 
elected and Inaugurated as President 
of the United States, but she has a­ 
bandoned that hope now, realizing that 
such a thing will not come to pass in 
her day. 
Her life is now less strenuous and 
she and her sister, Marv, have a quiet 
pretty home at Rochester N. Y. She 
keeps in touch with every cause in the 
interest of or for the advancement of 
woman, and in her voluminous corres­ 
pondence continues to give advice and 
counsel to women in all quarters of 
the globe. Out of he*- little workshop 
in the attic of the Rochester home 
comes much of the ammunition used 
in continuing the battle for suffrage. 
Six years ago, at the age of 80 she 
learned to operate a typewriter, which 
she employs in her personal corres­ 
pondence and in carrvintr on her work. 
Time has dealt gently with her. She 
is still stately and erect, and her step 
has the vigor and 'elasticity of most 
women many years her junior. 
Her 
memory is undulled by age, all of her 
faculties seem to retain the keenness 
which made her such a power in the 
prime of her life. Her interest in the 
world’s affairs is unabated, and her 
mind is attuned to everv movement 
having for its object the betterment 
of mankind. 


schedules of the new imperial tariff 
against American goods, thus averting 
a tariff war with the United States, is 
the climax to a protracted interchange 
of correspondence between Secretary 
Root and Ambassador Sternberg, in 
which Secretary Root has achieved his 
first great feat of pure diplomacy. 
The success of the State Department 
In obtaining for another sixteen months 
equal consideration 
in the German 
trade with other governments that have 
made great concessions to obtain the 
minimum tariff in Germany, without 
any amelioration of our schedules 
against German goods entering this 
country, ranks as one of the notable 
works of statecraft in several decades 
of the recent history of the American 
foreign office. Had Secretary Root not 
already given ample promise of being 
a diplomat of the first class, he would 
now be hailed as the new stellar light 
in international politics. 
All Done in a Month. 
Only a month before the action of the 
reichstag, the German government was 
still apparently Inexorable-in its posi­ 
tion that the maximum rates would be 
enforced on March 1. 
In the light of the reichstag’s action, 
at the earnest solicitation of Chancellor 
von Buelow, one might be led to think 
a colossal bluff had been attempted, and 
pushed to the last moment by Germany. 
But this, it is understood here, Is not 
the case. The seed of education as to 
the result of the tariff war, which Mr. 
Root had been sowing, did not sprout 
until within the last few weeks; then 
its growth was rapid. 
Realizing that Mr. .Root was thofi-' 
oughly familiar with all the premises 
and sound in his understanding of what 
the results would be of any course pur­ 
sued by Germany, and that he could 
not be shaken from his position of 
polite regret that no concession was 
possible at this end of the wire, the 
German statesmen quickly went to 
their reichstag, and had legislation 
passed deferring the trouble. 
Had the department here shown 
signs of hysteria, or had Secretary 
Root not fully appreciated the several 
angles of the case, or had he made ex­ 
cited efforts to have Congress act hur­ 
riedly in giving Gprmnnv concessions 
before March 1, the Germans would 
have decided that the United States 
could be coerced bv actualjv applying 
the maximum tariff, but Mr. Root’s 
placid explanations that nothing at all 
could he done here, either before or 
after March 1. had an exceedingly 
quieting effect upon German tariff 
opinions. 
Secretary Root’s imnassive attitude, 
which was so remarkably effective in 
this case, is all the more notable, in 
view of the flood of excited protests 
that he-i-e come to Washington from 
associations of farming, manufacturing, 


P o in ts of V antage W here M illions 
A re M ade (and L ost) W hile You 
W ait. 
In keeping with the recent remark­ 
able rise in stock prices in this coun­ 
try is the rapid advance in rates at 
which New York Stock 
Exchange 
seats are selling. The membership of 
the Exchange is strictly limited to 
1,100, and seats are therefore objects 
of ardent desire on the part of many 
hundreds 
of 
market 
operators, to 
whom a membership would be mate­ 
rially valuable. 
A month ago a seat 
sold for $85,000, a record price. A few 
days ago membership rights were sold 
for $90,000 and one seat was bought 
at the unprecedented price of $95,000. 
It is believed that if there is another 
transaction of this character soon the 
price will reach $100,000, or somewhat 
more than 50 per cent, greater than 
the rate at which seats were sold two 
years ago. 
In 1872 Stock Exchange 
seats sold for $4,000, and this was re­ 
garded as high. 
An idea of the reason why Wall 
Street operators are anxious to ob­ 
tain the right to transact their busi­ 
ness on the floor of the Exchange 
is gained from the fact that the stock 
transactions nowadays average close 
upon 1,000,000 shares a day. If every 
member of the Exchange were active, 
and if the business were evenly di­ 
vided, such a daily business would give 
to each member a commission upon 
about 990 shares, amounting to a 
yearly income of $32,700. 
This is, of 
course, entirely apart from individual 
operations and profits. 
These Stock Exchange seats are re­ 
garded as assets. There has been in 
the past som6 trading in them for the 
sake of the profits gained by the rise 
in the rate, but the tendency was dis­ 
couraged by a rigid enforcement of the 
rule that the purchaser must be ac­ 
ceptable to the governors of the Ex­ 
change. Men now sell their seats only 
for urgent reason, such as failure of 
health, or removal to other fields. In 
the latter case the New York seat is 
probably more profitably turned into 
cash, at the high rates now prevailing, 
than to be held for future use. When 
a member of the exchange dies, his 
executor sell his seat for the highest 
obtainable rate. The bidding is often 
spirited, and some of the most strik­ 
ing advances in the record prices have 
been scored in this way.

HISTORY OF RAIN DROPS. 


AS TRACED FROM THE STORM 
TO THEIR FINAL ENGULFMENT 
IN THE OCEAN. 


Uncle Sam’s E xtensive Work In In­ 
v estigatin g the 
W ater Supply- 
Great Subterranean R ivers—Pollu­ 
tion of D om estic W ater. 
The history of the rain drops and 
the snow Hakes from the tim e of their 
form ation till it merges with the 
ocean, to be again evaporated and re­ 
peat the process, is ofttim es a long and 
devious one. 
Some of the rain of 
course falls back into the ocean; but 
much finds a tem porary abiding place 
on the tops of high inland mountains, 
and enjoys a year or more of travel 
and usefulness before it finally reaches 
its old mother ocean. 
. The Government is devoting con­ 
siderable energy to the accumulation 
and dissemination of facts concern­ 
ing the behavior of water from the time 
it reaches the earth as rain or snow 
until it joins the ocean or great navi­ 
gable rivers. 
Public appreciation of 
the value of this work has steadily in­ 
creased, and urgent demands for its 
extension have come from all sections 
of the country. The work includes the 
collection of data relating to the flow 
of surface stream s, researches on the 
location and movements of 
under 
ground 
waters,—great 
subterranean 
rivers which move with deliberation— 
and the investigation of the physical 
character of these waters, such as 
hardness, color, turbidity, etc. 
The 
sources and effects of the pollution of 
municipal w ater supplies have also 
received much study. 
M easuring the Stream ’s Flow. 
As a means of obtaining reliable re­ 
cords of stream discharge in the im­ 
portant river basins of the country, 
approxim ately 800 gauging or m easur­ 
ing stations are m aintained by the 
Government. 
The records furnished 
by these stations are used by m anu­ 
facturers and investors in planning the 
development of water power, by muni­ 
cipalities in study ingjiroblems of water 
supply, and by irrigators in determin- 


Deception in the preparation of our

The 
celebrated ducks of the Chesapeake re­ 
gion and those of Wisconsin are noted 
for this flavor, the form er living al­ 
most entirely on an aquatic weed 
known as wild celery, and the latter 
upon the extefislve celery fields of the 
Wolverine State. And yet the owner 
of the hotel saves money when he has 
the common duck fed and fattened on 
celery; served on the table its flavor 
is the same as the wild bird. 


The 
shores 
of 
Chesapeake 
Bay 
abound plentifully in wild celery— 
the chief article of diet of the canvas­ 
back duck. The plant grows entirely 
under water, and the duck, In order 
to obtain the buds and shoots of the 
plant, must, at times, remain under 
water as long as two minutes. Then, 
too, they often lose the choice morsel, 
for the baldpate lies in wait ready to 
snatch it from the diver. 
The poor, 
misguided canvasback is easily be­ 
guiled to Its death by the waiting gun­ 
ner through the use of decoys made 
of wood or other light material. But 
if wounded by the shot of the rifleman 
all Ub energy Is aroused. Hit, It drops 
Into the water, and, diving, swims un­ 
der water for Immense distances la 
order to escape the retriever.

Then we drove to the Ponce De Leon, 
’where Senator and Mrs. S.—lunched 
w ith us. This hotel is a vast Moorish 
Palace covering acres of ground. One 
enters through a massive iron gate; a 
flight of steps leads to a veranda on 
either side, w ith a large open court 
In front, filled w ith tropical growth 
bordered with verbenas, mignonette, 
geranium s and roses in full bloom. In 
the centre of this paved court, a large 
fountain is fed by bronze frogs and 
turtles, while the basin flashes w ith 
splendid gold fish. A few steps lead to 
the main verandas, the floors of which, 
# mid all the corridors, are flawless m ar­ 
ble. 
The rotunda, rising to the roof, 
is superbly carved in antique designs 
of oak, while marble fire places contain 
huge lighted logs resting on the mass­ 
ive brass andirons.

ing the acreage which can be re­ 
claimed from desert conditions and the 
crops which can safely be planted.

In such thickly settled regions 
even small and insignificant stream s 
m ust be utilized to their fullest capac­ 
ity. In the Central States underground 
as well as surface w aters are used for 
both industrial and municipal purposes.

The railroad was graded with a suc­ 
cession of “cuts” and 
“filte.” 
from 
Gainsvllle to Sudley. a distance of 
about three miles. No ties or rails had 
been laid when at tbe 
outbreak 
of 
the w ar work stopped. In the second 
battle of Bull Run, Jackson took np 
his position along the line of railroad. 
Back 
of 
Groveton 
the 
line ran 
through a long low hill 
and 
this 
“eut” w as In the center of the Con­ 
federate line. 
H ere the effort to dis­ 
lodge JaekBon w as 
most 
stubborn 
and thousands of Union soldiers fell 
in the unsuccessful atteTunt. 
After 
Appomatox. when the 
Union 
arm y 
was on the march back to W ashing­ 
ton. many of the troops returned 
by 
way of the old W arrentown turnpike 
which runs through

HOTELS FOR WOMEN NEEDED. 


Crying Need in New York City, De­ 
clares President of L ittle 
M other’s A ssociation. 
“There are only three ways open to 
the New York working girl whose wage 
earning capacity is $3 a week and 
who is dependent on herself for sup­ 
port—she may starve, go to destruc­ 
tion, or commit suicide.” 
Mrs. Clarence Burns, president of the 
Little Mother’s Association flung this 
bombshell into the convention of the 
New York Federation of Women’s 
Clubs. 
“The crying need of New York City,” 
continued Mrs. Burns, “is Mills hotels 
for working women. 
“There are 
255,732 
wage earning 
women in New York. These figures 
do not include the women in various 
professions. 
Of these 
wage 
earners 
22,708 are saleswomen. T heir earnings 
average |5 a week. A woman can.bare­ 
ly live on that and keep herself respect­ 
able. The women and girl boxmakers 
number 3,094. 
This is the poorest paid 
trade in the city. 
Three dollars a week 
Is the average wage paid. No woman 
can support herself on such a sum un­ 
less she lives in her parent’s home and 
pays no board. 
“New York m ust give these girls and 
women respectable, comfortable living 
places w ithin their means. 
It remains 
for the Federation of Women’s'C lubs 
-to make some strong organized effort 
to start this thing.

Trapping 
is a 
successful 
method 
when followedintelligently and persist- 
ently. Itis especially adapted to small

badly 
infested, 
the method 
involves 
too much labor. 


For trapping, an ordinary No. O steel 


trap may be employed but there are a 
number of special gopher traps on the 
market that are

In using the ordinary steel trap, the 
first step is to make an opening into 
the main tunnel. 
The trap should then 


be sunken 
so that the jaws are level 
with the bottom of the runway and

that these 
do not 
dog 


under the pan, or trigger. 
No bait is 


required.

Insome cases this condition 
has been maintained forbo many years 
that it is accepted- by the communities 
as one of the ordinary incidents of life 
and becomes a matter of general com- 
ment only during periods of especial 
virulence. 
The facts are, that: there 
are comparatively few farm wells lo- 
cated at points not subject 
to local 
contamination. 


A century of experience 
has shown 
that the typhoid 
rate in any place is 
a good index of the purity of the water 
supply at that place. 
Therefore, when 
we find that the typhoid rate in the 
country ishigher inthe aggregate than 
in the city, it.can be fairly assumed 
that country -water supplies are not as, 
safe as citysupplies, and this Inspite- 
of the fact'- that: many of our city 
waters are notoriously bad. The state- 
from which the above mentioned testi- 
mony comes is a typical one so far a» 
its proportion of rural pollution is con- 
cerned and that there is no reason to 
believe that ifthe matter were Investi- 
gated In other states, 
the conditions 
of farm wells wouldbe In any degree 
superior.

drug. 


Strychnia sulphate is the most conven- 
ient form of the poison, since it is 
freely soluble in hot water and in the 
natural Juice of vegetables 
used as bait. 


(To disguise its bitterness 
so .that ro- 


dents may not be deterred. from eating 
the baits, sugar is often employed, or 
the strychnine may be mixed with its 
.own bulk of commercial 
saccharine. 
A sugar 
syrup 
poisoned 
with strych- 


nine may be used 
with excellent re- 


cults. Itisprepared as follows: 


Dissolve an ounce of strychnia sul- 


phate in a pint of boiling water. 
Add 
a pint of thick sugar 
syrup, and stir 


thoroughly. 
The 
syrup* Is 
usually 


scented by adding a few. drops of oil 
of anise, but this is not essential. If 
preserved in a closed vessel, the syrup 
will keep indefinitely. 


The above quantity is sufficient to 
poison a half bushel of shelled corn or

cated the runways by use of the dibble,

the soil firmabout the.hole, and then
